The Minister of Labor has 
threatened to prosecute the milk | 
dealers in a Nova Scotia town if 
they increase the price of milk 
from ten to twelve cents per quart. 
The threat may have been justi- 
fied, but it is an isolated and arbi- 
trary method of procedure. If 
the Minister is to undertake to 
regulate the prices of necessities 
all over the country by that means 
he will be a busy man, and by no 
possibility can the results be as 
general or as uniform as they must 
be to give the needed relief, 
Would it not be simpler, fairer, 
and more effective, if the repre- 
sehtatives of the nation in Parlia- 
ment assembled were to establish 
a scale of maximum prices, which 
inust not be exceeded, the scale 
to hold until the close of the war? 
That would put everyone on an 
even footing, eliminate the advan- 
tages of ‘‘cornering,’’ stabilize the 
cost of living, and give the public 
some sort of practica] idea of what 
living conditions are going to be a 
year hence. The cost of living is 
going up not simply because com- 
petition has been eliminated in 
many lines, but because there is 
now something akin to competi- 


tion in the raising of prices. 
An increase in the price of one 
commodity often compels, and 


still more often encourages, an 
increase in the price of some other, 
or others. Unless some general 
measure is adopted dealing with 
the whole problem in a strong, and 
perhaps a radical way, there is lit- 
tle hope that the consumer will 
find relief from the inereasingly 
perplexing problem of how to 
make ends meet. Certainly the 
hap-hazard method of threatening 
the dealers in one commodity 
here, and the dealers in some other 
line there, contains little promise 
of doing anything more than 
workitig occasional betterment at 


the expense of discrimination, in- 
justice, aggravation and uncer.
